her case. 

She even joined the ranks 
of unmarried mothers for 
whom she was fighting by de¬ 
liberately ha v ing a baby out¬ 
side wedlock at the age of 45. 

To the end of her life, she 
kept the father's name secret 
—announcing only that he was 
53 years old. a foreigner and 
“an old and dear friend whom 
I have loved for years.” 

During the suffrage cam- 
Sylvia was sentenced to 
imprisonment 15 times and 
went on hunger strike 13 
times. 

When Italy invaded Ettiiopia 
in 1935, Sylvia Pankhurst dis¬ 
covered the third great en¬ 
thusiasm of her life—to free 
that African nation from Mus¬ 
solini and restore Emperor 
Haile Selassie to the throne. 

Sylvia Pankhurst disap¬ 
proved of lipstick and make¬ 
up. She called them “tom¬ 
fooleries.”

W ILL the Canadian Pacific ships return to the 
Victoria-Vancouver run next year? 

Nobody seems to know, for sure. The CPR 
hasn’t decided. Perhaps a group of important men 
are talking it over at this moment, behind closed 
doors at the head office of the CPR. 

Few people In Victoria have said anything to 
guide the company in its decision. You would 
think that after all these years of faithful service 
by the pocket liners of the CPR, some people would 
have cried for the Princess Patricia and the 
Princess Marguerite. 

But Victoria it an odd, cold town. And. like 
other towns, it is fickle. The fast, streamlined 
new Bennett Barges have caught the city’s imagi¬ 
nation. 

If it transpires that the Princesses have gone 
for good, as some observers think, a number of 
people will be sad. But it will be too late for them 
to lodge a protest. 

★ * * 

There is much to be said for a sea journey 
that carries you right from downtown Victoria to 
downtown Vancouver, without having to climb in 
and out of buses, or subject your nerves to the 
strain of driving and waiting in line with your 
car. 

Buses are comfortable, but they always seem 
to smell of exhaust fumes. No bus manufacturer'* 
seems to have hit on a way of keeping fumes out. 

But companies will deny it, and I can’t offer 
any proof, except the evidence of my nose. Maybe 
I’m suffering from hallucinations of the nose. The 
bus companies can write me off as a lunatic, If 
they want it that way. 

However, I believe what my nose tells me. 
And my favorite form of surface transportation 
between Victoria and Vancouver is a harbor-to- 
harbor trip that allows you to breathe sea air all the 
way. 

I liked the Princess ships, and I hope they 
come back. I’m sure that a number of other Vic¬ 
toria people share that sentiment. I hope some of 
them will thaw out sufficiently to make their 
opinions known.

Victoria will lose some of its flavor. If the 
CPR boats leave the Inner Harbor forever. And 
merchants In Victoria’s tourist district will lose 
revenue. 

Some club might underwrite one or two 
cruises a week between Victoria and Vancouver, 
or elsewhere, and sell excursion tickets at a profit. 
This would take some of the load off the CPR. 

Could the Junior Chamber of Commerce 
undertake It? The thousands of dollars which the 
Jaycees have banked from the B.C. Products Fair 
would provide good security for such a venture. 

Revolutionary land-sea vehicles now in the 
testing stage might give the Victoria-Vancouver 
service a new lease on life. 

The Hovercraft, which rides on a cushion of 
air, six feet or so above the surface, can move 
with equal eaae across flat land or across water. 
Last year I saw a small experimental model at the 
Famborough show In England. Its makers predict 
that a larger, improved version will be able to 
carry cars and several hundred passengers. 

If a Hovercraft liner can travel at 40 knots or 
more, as some people forecast then it will be able 
to span the distance from Victoria to Vancouver as 
the bus-boat service via Tsawwassen. 
ere will be r* t’innel tolls to pay en route. 

This may be just a dream. However, I would 
like to think that the CPR is thinking over such 
possibilities. I hope that company still retains 
some of the brave pioneer spirit that It had In the 
days when it laid steel across the mountains and 
prairies, and made Canada a nation.

A Fateful Decision 




A4 EMBER countries of the United 
Nations who are meeting to 
decide on the two great issues facing 
the world today—disarmament and 
the course of action to be followed 
in the Congo—have now heard the 
opposing policies advocated by the 
two great nuclear powers. 

On the one hand, the Soviet 
Union, supported by its satellites, has 
bluntly stated that no move toward 
disarmament discussions on any level 
can be made until the United Na¬ 
tions itself is completely reorganized 
and its charter rewritten. 

In the matter of the Congo, the 
Soviet had little coricretf to offer 
other than to exprwa the view that 
Mr. Lumumba, whose Communist 
leanings are well known, he reinstat¬ 
ed as the head of the government. 

On the other hand the United 
States has offered to co-operate in 
any move toward disarmament and 
has outlined a constructive program 


of aid toward the rehabilitation of 
the Congo Republic. 

These are the two major issues 
upon which all other arguing points 
are contingent. 

Though it is patently obvious that 
both statements were directed to the 
uncommitted nations and designed 
to appeal particularly to the newly 
admitted Afro-Asian countries, the 
balance of the whole world could 
hang on them. 

It can be expected that the allies 
of the United States and Russia will 
line up behind their respective cham¬ 
pions to create what in effect would 
be a deadlock. Canada has already 
voiced its view in a powerful address 
by Prime Minister Diefenbaker. How¬ 
ever, 1 the reaction of the uncommit¬ 
ted countries has not yet been heard 
and it may well be that their opinion 
win be the decisive one. 

On them may rest not only the 
fate of the United Nations, but of 
the world. 


Public Business in Private

l as far back as anyone can re¬ 
member Oak Bay municipal coun¬ 
cil made a practice of doing most of 
Its public business behind closed 
doors, with press and public ex¬ 
cluded. Generally speaking, residents 
of the district learned about what 
their council had been up to only 
after decisions had been made—if 
they ever learned at all It was the 
policy of succeeding councils to tell 
the taxpayers no more than the ad¬ 
ministration thought they ought to 
know. 

The apathy of the good people of 
Oak Bay has been a byword. One 
would think they dieted on tranouil- 
lizers, for municipal issues seldom 
ruffle the placid political pool of this 
sedate residential municipality. The 
occasional rebel who had the imperti¬ 
nence to pry into the conduct of what 
were in reality his own affairs rarely 
succeeded in penetrating the Garry 
Oak curtain. 

Though recently there was a par¬ 
tial lifting of the veil, this easy-going 
arrangement seems to suit the ma¬ 
jority of Oak Bay people, since no 
concerted effort has ever yet been 
made to dismiss the disciples of 
secrecy and replace them with a 


council subscribing to the belief that 
public business should be public 

property. 

That is all very well for the trivia 
occupying the attention of a subur¬ 
ban council; but it is a vastly differ¬ 
ent matter where the passage of by¬ 
laws is concerned. Even to residents 
of Oak Bay it must have come as 
a surprise to learn this week that 
the policy has been for bylaws to be 
kept secret until they have passed 
final reading, by which time it is too 
late to do anything about them. 

It is a fundamental principle of 
government that any man shall if he 
wishes be heard on a proposed law 
which will govern his conduct or ef¬ 
fect the value or use of his property. 

Reeve Murdoch’s comment that 
the public “would only hinder the 
council by querying bylaws before 
they were passed” is one of the most 
extraordinary concepts of responsi¬ 
bility ever to be expressed by some¬ 
one in public office. The council did 
the right thing in repudiating the 
reeve and others of the same view 
and instructing that in future all by¬ 
laws shall be made public after first

fHILE Fidel Castro lives it up In 
New York’s Harlem and publicly 
demonstrates his affection for world 
Communism with s bear huf embrace 

for Nikita Khrushchev, news from Cuba 
tells of mounting troubles for the bearded 
dictator at home. 

Cuba swiftly Is going broke. 

And in tho Sierra Maestra where 
Castro launched his own revolution 
against President Fulgencia Batista, more 
and more men are demonstrating their 
willingness to risk a Caftrp firing squad 
for the chance of toppling him from 

la the economic field, Castro has 
turned almost totally to the Communist 
nations in his efforts to become finan¬ 
cially independent of the United States. 

Hand in hand with Cuban diplomatic 
recognition of Russia, Red China and the 
Communist satellites, have gone barter 
tradt deals whereby in exchange for 

Cuban sugar, tobacco and other exports 
come arms from Czechoslovakia and 
Russia, machinery and even whole fac¬ 
tories from Poland and East Germany. 

Meanwhile, imports from the United 
States fall to less than half their previous 
figure and will fall still lower. 

But Cuban seizure of American prop* 
erlies valued at nearly a billion dollars 
and action whereby the government 
becomes Cuba’s sole exporter and y im¬ 
porter do not produce dollars.

Transparent Performance at the UN 


I N that ancient recipe for rabbit 
stew the first necessity Is to 
catch the rabbit. It had been hope¬ 
fully assumed in the State Depart¬ 
ment that Premier Khrushchev would 
run true to his recent form. He would 
imitate Samson in the temple of the 
United Nations with a wild tirade, 
showing his weaknesses as a confes¬ 
sion of the defeats the Soviets have 
suffered in the Congo. 

But, as he Is demonstrating all 
over again. Khrushchev Is a com¬ 
pletely unpredictable quantity. He 
ma y ytt be goaded into playing the 
role of a blind and desperate Samson. 
But in the beginning stage he showed 
no signs of accepting the iole prayer¬ 
fully assigned to him. 

That the volatile Mr. K. would be¬ 
have again as he did In Paris last 
May was perhaps too much to hope. 
Then, In the aftermath of the confu¬ 
sion, bungling and uncertainty over 
the shooting down of the U-3 espion¬ 
age plane, he did put on a show of 
such violent anger and contumacy as 
to convince most opinion that he 
wanted to sabotage the summit con¬ 
ference and welcomed the plane epi¬ 
sode to that end. His performance at 
his press conference In the Palais De 
Chaillot was an appalling exhibit of 
irresponsibility. 

♦ * * 

What appears valid in the State 
Department assumption is that Khru¬ 
shchev in his contest with the Red 
Chinese must prove his leadership 
of the Asian-Afrkan nations within 
the framework of the UN. He has 
chosen to do this by the boldest and 
most direct challenge and thus far it 
must be admitted that he has suc¬ 
ceeded. This extraordinary congrega¬ 
tion of heads of state Is here for only 
one reason, which is that he engin¬ 
eered their coming. American efforts 
failed to checkmate him when he first 
intimated that he would head the 
Soviet delegation to the General As- 
eembty in hopes of promoting another 
summit co nf erence. 

The peoct-with-total-disarmament 
theme is worn threadbare. Moscow's 
threat to loose rockets against tha 
United States if there la any inter¬ 
vention in Cuba made it sound pretty 
hollow.

But the mistake so often made in 
the past must not be repeated this 
time. Khrushchev should not be 
under-estimated. He ia playing the 
game by his own rules, which means 
no rules at all. 

That is the heart of the matter. 
The United States and the other 
Western powers are either unable or 
unwilling to break out of the con¬ 
ventional framework of diplomacy. 
President Eisenhower Is a splendid 
figure rising majestically above the 
international horizon. But he is a 
static figure rapidly lading into the 
mists of history. And the blows he 
took in Paris and Tokyo have had 
their effect In the neutralist and un¬ 
committed areas. 

Fortunately for the Eisenhower 
administration, the UN stands at the 
moment very high, notwithstanding 
Khrushchev’s attack last week. The 
dedication, the skill, the ability of 
Secretary-General Hammarskjold, his 
deputy Ralph Bunche and the UN 
secretariat have for the time being 
prevented a disaster in the Conga We 
are still so dose to their achievement 
and the flux qf events In the centre 
ot Africa ia still so confusing that the 
magnitude of what they have done 
and the abyss from which they have 
saved the world cannot be fully ap¬ 
preciated.

For this reason alone it is logical 
and proper that the United States 
should take a strong “stand by the 
United Nations’* line. The Soviets 
have failed dismally to win support 
among the new African nations for 
their manoeuvres in the Congo.

Disreputable Process 

A New Look at Divorce

C A N A D A’S divorce law was 
brought into thorough disrepute 
this summer. The divorce mill bogged 
down tal Ottawa; shady ladies manu¬ 
factured false adultery; husbands 
claimed that their wives were divorc¬ 
ing them on false grounds which they 
themselves helped to contrive; a law¬ 
yer went to jail for arranging false 
evidence, and perjury elbowed truth 
out of the courthouse. From all this, 
we begin to have hope that Parlia¬ 
ment may be driven at least as far as 
taking a new look at the situation. 

Mr. Joseph Sedgwick, a Toronto 
lawyer, has proposed that a certain 
amount of order and decency could be 
restored to the divorce court If the 
guilty party tn an action could simply 
admit to adultery and the court would 
accept his word* This proposal makaa 
sene* In other civil actions and in 
criminal fictions a plea of guilty la 
accepted without proof of the offence; 
wfcy not In a divorce action? Thla 
would amount to dlvbrdfi by Consent, 
but divorce in collusive cases, of 
which there are very many, Is already 
that 

Implementation of Mr. Sedgwick’s 
proposal would relieve some thou¬ 
sands of Canadians of the necessity 
of committing perjury. It would not, 
however, do anything to release some 
thousands of others who are trapped 
by various forms of holy deadlock.

Pressure to widen these grounds 
has been arising In recent years In 
many quarters, including the Cana¬ 
dian Bar Association and a number of 
presbyteries of tho United Church. 

In 1947, Mr. David CroU, MP for 
Toronto-Spadlna, proposed amend¬ 
ments in tho divorce ifiw which would 
have added as grounds gross cruelty, 
desertion for more than three years. 
Insanity alter five years, and legal 
presumption of death. Similar pro¬ 
posal! have been made a number of 
timet In tho Senate and the Com¬ 
mons, and died. In Britain they were 
approved ae long ago as 1117. 

This c o nsiderable demand for 
change, coupled Wmi the dX fep ut e 
Into which present practices have 
dragged our courts, surely suggests 
that It Is time for a broad examine- 
Uon of tho whole question of divorce 
and the law. 

A special committee in Parliament 
Is to study divorce proceedings as 
they affect the Houafi next session. 

It is our opinion that such an investi¬ 
gation does not go far enough, that 
a joint Senate-Commons committee 
should be established not only to 
examine methods of relieving Parlia¬ 
ment of the distasteful chore of act¬ 
ing as a divorce mill for Newfound¬ 
land and Quebec, but to consider pro¬ 
posals from all quarters on the sub¬ 
ject of rewriting the Canadian divorce 
law in conformity with the realities 
of Canadian life. . . 


to the world organization — strange 
sounding names of unknown men and 
unknown nations—ymi feel sure of 
two things. First, these are very frag¬ 
ile arrangements that many, as in the 
Congo and In the Somali Federatioiv 
dissolve before the spectator's eyes. 
Second, a new majority independent 
of the West is in formation within 
the UN. 

No one can doubt that one of 
Khrushchev’s primary aims is to cap¬ 
ture the majority and shape It to his 
own purposes. His alliance with Fidel 
Castro is only part of this strategy. 
The new majority would require only 
three or four La tin-American states 
to make it solid and allow for occa¬ 
sional waverers. 

To rush up to Harlem and publicly 
embrace Castro in front of his hotel 
has, to the conventional diplomacy, a 
squalid and undignified look. But to 
the Latins who have long smarted 
under a sense of Inferiority from tho 
shadow of the colossus of the North it 
has quite a different look. Here is 
the head of one of the two most 
powerful states in the world who, 
throwing dignity out the window, im¬ 
pulsively dashes off to greet the head 
of a small Caribbean country which, 
in the propaganda view of the Com¬ 
munists, is gravely threatened by im¬ 
perialist, colonialist America. 

That Is the kind of “diplomacy" 
Khrushchev is practising. He is mak¬ 
ing himself the agent—personal, ac¬ 
tive, untiring and uninhibited—of an 
enterprise that implies Immense dan¬ 
gers for the West and for tha United 
Nations itself.

He said that In Washington they are now harvesting 
four to five times as much fish and game as “In the good 
old days.” He added “we make more mistakes in under- 
harvesting than by over harvesting.” 

He said the “new look” in Washington has been to the j 
benefit of the sportsmen and has resulted in doubling of ] 
the seasons, bigger harvests, doe seasons and cow seasons. 

“It will not destroy the resources of the future. We must 
get over the old-fashioned ideas,” he said.

All About Geraniums 


By M. V. CHESM T. KKH* 

It has been interesting this pjst 
summer to see how well the geran¬ 
iums reacted to that hot. dry spell 
we had. These old-fashioned flowers, 
so popular in mid-Victorian ’days, 
have been making quite a comeback 
lately In window boxes, hanging 
baskets, ornamental urns and com¬ 
peting with the petunias and snap 
dragons for a place In formal bed¬ 
ding schemes. 

In a cool, dampish season, 
geraniums are often disappointing, 
going all fat and lazy, making lots of 
leaves but few flowers. Our weather 
this summer, though, has been more 
like the Pelargonium’s native South 
African sunshine and the plants have 
made stout, short jointed shoots with 
Jots and lots of flower heads. 

One factor which has worked 
Against the increased use of geran¬ 
iums is the difficulty in bringing the 
plants safely through the winter. 
They can’t take any frost at all and 
good plants cost too much to treat 
them as expendable as you would 
the petunias and sr^ps. 

A A 

With a greenhouse, it is essy 
enough to take cuttings and bring 
along a nice batch of vigorous young 


plants, but without glass, the winter 
s\orage of geraniums poses some 

real problems. { 

If you have only three or four 
plants, probably your best bet is to 
pot them up. cu< them back to a 
reasonable size for a houseplant and 
give them a fcunny windowsill for the 
winter. Give them the coolest room in 
the house and water sparingly, main¬ 
taining the soil definitely on the dry 
side. This combination of bright sun 
and a cool room isn’t easy to achieve 
- perhaps an unused bedroom, with 
the heat shut off or turned low, will 
do the trick. Dryish soil and cool 
conditions will slow down growth and 
give the plants a much needed rest 
a a * 

If you have too many plants to 
accommodate in your windows as 
houseplants. dig them up and plant 
them close together in boxes of soil, 
cutting the tops and branches hack 
by about half their length. By trim¬ 
ming them hack and planting them 
close, quite a few plants can be 
accommodated in a single box of soil. 

The ideal spot for the box is in a 
very cool but frost-free comer of the 
basement, preferably near a cellar 
^ Window where they will get a little 
light. Give them one good watering 
to settle the soil around the roots, 
then no more water at all until 


spring. The whole idea is to keep the 
plants just barely alive-just ticking 
over, so to speak and making no in¬ 
growth at all. The combination of low 
temperature and lack of water will ’ 
accomplish this non t worry if the % 
plants drop their leaves this is per¬ 
fectly natural and normal under the 
circumstances— and they will leaf out 
again when given warmth and water 
in the spring. 

a a a 

The trimmings and primings from 
your plants can be used as slips to 
make more plants and. if you have 
the windowsill space to keep the 
rooted slips growing, these ran he 
brought along to make nice little 
plants for Christmas gifts. Take 
slips four to six Inches lone, styip 
off the lower leaves, dip the cut ends 
in Rootone or .Seradix rooting powder 
and Insert around the edge of a 
flower pot filled with either vermi- 
culite, perlite, or a mixture of peat 
moss and coarse sand. Keep the 
rooting medium just barely moist, 
for geranium cuttings rot easily when 
overwatered. 

After roots have formed, as indi¬ 
cated by new topgrowth, pot up your 
slips singly, using rather sandy v 
garden soil, and grow them on in a 
sunny window until plantlng-out time 
next spring. 


Television in Review

White House on Last Plateau 


NEW YORK (UPI)-Is there any 
significance in the fact that it took 
a special act of Congress to give TV 
its best show? 

I’m referring to the "Face to 
Face’’ series starring Jack Kennedy 
and Dick Nixon, which premiered 
Monday on all networks and was 
made possible because .Congress sus¬ 
pended "equal time” rules for broad¬ 
casters. 

There is a simple format and a 
prize to end aU prizes. Each con¬ 
testant merely answers questions 
that are a bit trickier than those 
which Bert Parks asks of Miss 
America candidates. The man who 
pleases most of the 65.000.000 judges 
wins the big jackpot—the keys to the 
White House. 

What can surpass a format like 


that? What can TV do for an encore? 

The one-hour program put the two 
candidates on one stage and let their 
opening remarks and ad libbed re¬ 
plies to questions show viewers just 
whep» they differ on domestic issues. 

We’ll never know for certain what 
effect this show, and the three that 
are still to come, will have on the 
election. That isn’t the point, really. 
It is enough for the TV industry to 
know that a direct, side-by-side show¬ 
down of this sort serves to educate 
the voters.

The format was designed to avoid 
upstaging, unpleasant repercussions, 
charges of electronic editorializing 
or favoritism. First would come a 
tight closeup of the speaker, then a 
brief cut to a tight closeup of the 
listening candidate, then back to the 
speaker. The pattern presumably 


was worked out to insure against 
potentially controversial fluid lens 
probings. 

Still. I found myself hoping at 
times for more dramatic shots of the 
principals.

The candidates were nervous at 
the start — I thought Nixon looked 
more ill-at-ease than Kennedy at the 
beginning—but they quickly started 
rolling. I thought each man had a 
deft manner. Each is expert at an¬ 
swering a question politely while 
slyly poking the other in the rib with 
a verbal dig. 

Major drawback to the debate was 
the stop-watch. Why not put the 
series, or at least one of them, on a 
semi-Open End basis so the candi¬ 
dates can pursue their points more 
fully? As long as it’s on the air, it 
may as well go all the way.

53 years old, a foreigner and 
“an old and dear friend whom 
I have loved for years.” 

During the suffrage cam¬ 
paign. Sylvia was sentenced to 
imprisonment 15 times and 
went on hunger strike 12 * 
times. 

When Italy invaded Ethiopia 
In 1935. Sylvia Paakhurst dls- 
covered the third great en¬

Oft-Jailed Suffragette 
Dies in Addis Ababa 


LONDON (Reuters) — 
Mias Sylvia Pankhurst, 
veteran British suffragette 
who was sent to prison 15 
times in her fight for 
women’s rights, died Mon¬ 
day in Addis Ababa, ac¬ 
cording to reports reaching 
here Tuesday night 
The 78 - year * old crusader 
went to live In the Ethiopian 
capital four years ago and 
edited a newspaper there. 

Estelle Sylvia was the most 
militant of the three Pank- 
hursts — a mother and two 
daughters—who led the British 
suffragette movement. 

She campaigned fervently 
for three causes —votes for 
women, care of unmarried 
mothers and Ethiopian inde¬ 
pendence—and waa ready to
